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Sin,—I have the honour to transmit through you for the consi¬ 
deration of His Excellency in Council, my proposals for the revision 
of the rates of assessment for the talookas of Wurrungaum and Lohara, 
premising their consideration with a few remarks descriptive of each 
talooka. 

2. The Wurrungaum talooka Is on the eastern boundary of 
Khandeisli, and, under its present form, is of a very irregular shape, 
lying south of the talookas of Sowda and Ravere, from which it is 
separated by the river Taptee, which flows along its entire length on 
the north, and the Province of Nimar on the north-east, Western 
Berar on the east, and on the soufli are the talookas of Jamnair and 
Nusseerabad, 

3. The talooka is comprised of two Mahals, Edulabad and 
Wurrungaum, and contains 182 villages, of these 175 are Govern¬ 
ment, and 7 alienated. The surveyed area being 256,942 acres or 
401 square miles. The above does not include the area of the three 
alienated villages Bhosawul, Mandwa, and Bamnee. At present the 
entire district is under a Mamlutdar, who is stationed in the town of 
Wurrungaum, 

4. From the little authentic information that I can find respect¬ 
ing the former history of this district, it would appear that at one 
time it formed a portion of the Peishwah’s possessions, passing after¬ 
wards into the hands of His Highness Scindiah, who, after retaining 
it under his own government for a short period, gave the entire 
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lalooka in jagheer to several of his Sirdars, reserving however the 
right of receiving a small quit-rent from the whole. A small village, 
Mandwa, on the southern boundary of the talooka, has been retained 
in support of the temple of Ramjee, in the town of Wurrungaum, 
from a very early period, and the revenue therefrom is still devoted to 
that purpose. 

5. There is nothing in the natural features of this district that 
presents itself as very particularly worthy of remark. As von enter from 
the west along the line of Railway the lands are flat, and the face of 
country level. The prevailing soil in this neighbourhood and con¬ 
tinuing a little way beyond Bhosawul and towards the Taptcc is very 
good; slightly deteriorating from Wurrungaum eastwards to the Poorna 
from whence again it improves, and at the extremity at Untoorlee 
and surrounding villages the soil cannot be surpassed in excellence. 
Along either bank of the Poorna the soil varies in quality, but from 
Ivoora eastwards it again becomes very fine, being a deep black loam, 
capable of producing the finest crops. 

0 . Along the southern portion of the talooka from Mandwa 
taking a zig-zag line by Wurrungaum, Edulabad and Thuroda, the 
surface undulates greatly, some of the heights running from 150 
to 300 feet high, and communication by means of any wheeled con¬ 
veyance between the places above indicated is extremely difficult, 
the surface being covered with loose stones and boulders of detached 
rock to such an extent that it may he said to be impracticable for 
cart3. The hollows formed by the unevenness of the surface, con¬ 
tain some good soil, but generally speaking this is a barren tract of 
country. 

7. On the north of that portion of the district stretching east¬ 
wards on the north bank of the Taptee is a bold range of mountains 
running out from the Berar country and forming the boundary of 
the talooka with Nimar. 

8 . There is no district in the collectorate better off in respect 
to rivers than this, having the Taptee, Poorna, Wagoor and the 
Soor-nuddee on the southern boundary. The villages not situated 
on any of the above named rivers arc for the most part also well 
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supplied with water from small streamlets, which in ordinary seasons 
retain water throughout the year. 

9. The talooka has the great advantage of communication by 
rail with Bombay and intermediate places. The north-eastern line 
of the railway passes through it. At Bhosawul, a village hold in 
jagheor by Sooriajeerow Nimbalkur, is the junction station of the 
north-eastern line and the Nngpoor extension. On the latter line 
there is within the district a station at Wurrungaum. The facilities 
thus afforded for the export of the produce of the district is of the 
greatest importance to the cultivators. 

10. A metalled and bridged road from Assecrglmr and Boor- 
lmnpoor via Edulabad towards the Railway station at Nargaum in 
the Jamnair talooka gives the inhabitants along its line the benefit of 
easy communication with the Railway. 

11. Weekly markets are held at the undermentioned villages 
within the talooka :— 

1. Wurrungaum, 

2. Edulabad, 

3. Bhosawul, 

4. Thuroda, 

12. Of the entire surveyed area of the talooka 2,56,942 acres 
there are culturable 2,03,457 acres, of this the present cultivation of 
Government lands amounts in acres to 1,06,677, leaving a balance 
of arable waste 73,015 acres, the larger portion being found north 
of the Poorna, and much of this is excellent soil, especially so from 
Chartana eastwards. The uninhabited villages Oomburdee, Kulwur, 
&c., the lands of which are three-fourths waste, have also soil of a 
very good quality, it is in this direction that an extension of cultiva¬ 
tion may be looked for. 

The waste lands in the southern portion of the talooka are of the 
very poorest description—arid and rocky. It is therefore along 
the banks of the two rivers, the Taptee and Poorna, that the best 
soil prevails, where it may be expected that the extension of culti¬ 
vation in after years will take place. 


5. Koora,

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13. The statement given below exhibits the percentage of the 
crops grown and the relative proportion they bear to each other:—•

Of the above jowaree is the largest crop grown, and forms the 
principal food of the inhabitants. A fourth of the cultivated area 
is under cotton. From the absolute want of any reliable recorded 
information of past years, it is not possible to ascertain how the 
cultivation of any particular crop has varied or whether cultivation 
over the whole has increased or otherwise, but from my own obser¬ 
vation I can say there is a much greater extent of land under 
cultivation than when I was employed in the neighbouring talookas 
Sowda and Ravere twelve years ago. 

14. Compared with the neighbouring talookas Wummgaum is 
but scantily off for trees. Mangoe plantations are confined to a 
few villages, indeed there is no district in the Province so devoid 
of mangoe topes as this is. Along the banks of the Poorna 
there are extensive babool plantations, and now that these are 
being protected from the wanton top-lopping by dhungurs and 
goat-herds, which for years they have suffered from—a great deal 
of valuable timber may within a few years be available, but the 
trees require pruning and attentive care for at least some years 
to come. The lands of Khamnee, Dolarkheira, Anjungaum and 
Somungaum are almost entirely uncultivated and covered with this 
babool jungle, as is also a large portion of the lands of Sooklee and 
Rookliotee. These plantations ought, in my opinion, to be preserved 
intact. Two years ago, I brought to notice the wholesale destruc¬ 
tion this little forest was being subjected to by charcoal burners 
who, finding the vicinity of the railway offered great facilities for 
the establishment of a paying trade in charcoal, had several kilns 
at work, and the ground would soon have been cleared, had not my 
representations been promptly attended to, causingan entire stop being 
put to the cutting of growing timber. 
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15. At intervals along either bank of thePoorna there are 
most promising babool plantations, and at the extreme eastern boun¬ 
dary on the lands of Korhalla and Reegaum, there is a very consi¬ 
derable extent of babool jungle which also requires attention. Along 
the base of the hills on the north, there is a large extent of scrub 
jungle, but the poverty of the soil in this direction will prevent the 
trees attaining any great size except in hollows or other very favourable 
localities. On such portions of the lands of the villages I have above 
indicated as are not covered with jungle, and on all the open lands 
of the neighbouring villages of Tacklee, Wurgaum and Chartana, 
extending eastwards through Mudapooree, Dowlutpoor to Rajooree, 
grass of the finest quality is produced. The soil over a great part of 
this area is a rich black loam, and at present little of it is under cul¬ 
tivation. It has frequently struck me that there is much valuable 
fodder absolutely lost. The cattle of this country do not consume a 
hundredth part of what is produced, and no locality in Khandeish, 
or in the Deccan, in my opinion, is more suitable for the establish¬ 
ment of a stock farm, than this neighbourhood, particularly for the 
breeding of cattle, and probably, for horses. As I have said, there is 
an abundance of grass, while the Poorna and the small streams 
flowing from the hills on the north afford an unfailing supply of ex¬ 
cellent water. I can state moreover that this part of the country 
is allowed to be peculiarly favourable for the breeding of cattle; whe¬ 
ther such is caused by climatic influences or not I am unable to say, 
but it is well known that the Berar cattle are the most valuable 
and most sought after for all agricultural purposes; their charac¬ 
teristic feature being a broad square frame and well knit limbs, in 
fact they represent the short-liorned breed of Western India. This 
district being contiguous to Berar, the same description of cattle are 
in many instances bred. 

16. From the increasing demand there is both for live cattle 
and for beef, and the more than corresponding difficulty that is 
now being experienced to meet that demand, the present would 
seem a very favourable time for the establishment of a breeding 
stock farm, whether such be undertaken by Government or by pri¬ 
vate individuals, I again repeat that as far as my experience goes, 
there is no more favourable locality than that which I have directed 
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attention to, nor no more auspicious time than the present for the 
introduction of a systematic method for producing an improved 
breed of cattle. I feel assured that Government must ere long re¬ 
sort to some more certain source for the supply of beef for the re¬ 
quirements of their army than that from which it is now supplied, 
I have therefore deemed it expedient to bring thus prominently to 
notice, a tract of country from which little or no revenue is at 
the present time derived, but such as might bo turned to a purpose 
towards which the country in general would be favourably inclined, 
and from which so much substantial good might eventually accrue. 

17. At the time of my first visit to this portion of the district 
of which I have been writing, in the month of January of this year, 
it was covered with a fine crop of hay, just fit for the sickle; on my 
return in March the whole face of the country, from the nullah on 
the eastern boundary of the village of Sooklee extending to Tacklee 
and Wummgaum presented the appearance of a charred cinder. These 
magnificent lands had been set on fire, and for miles every veslige of 
fodder consumed. I would therefore most earnestly reiterate what I 
last year advocated, that measures to prevent the wanton destruction 
of so much that is valuable be undertaken, and that, as' it is now a 
punishable offence under the Penal Code, offenders be brought under 
its influence, which would be the best method of promulgating the 
effects of the law in such cases. 

18. The talooka of 1.ohara occupies a very favourable position ; 
in the valley of the Girna in the south of the collcclorate having the 
talookas of Nussccrabad on the north, Jamnair on the cast, on the 
west the river Girna separates it from Eruudolc and Burgaum, and 
on the south is the territory of Ilis Highness the Nizam, which is a 
narrow strip of country about four miles in width along the base of 
the Sautmulla range. 

19. The talooka of Lohara was orignally formed in 1861-62 ; 
when the re-distribution of talookas took place, the villages now 
comprising it were taken from Burgaum, Jamnair and Erundole, 
and as at present constituted contains 164 villages, of which 139 
are Government, 23 partially and 2 wholly alienated ; the entire 
talooka being a Mamlutdar's charge, who is stationed oil the line of 
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Railway at Pachora. The area of the surveyed villages is 2,37,989 
acres or 372 square miles ; of this area 2,01,712 acres arc arable and 
the remainder 36,277 acres unarable. 

20. The early history of the district, so far as I have been 
able to procure it, shows that the three Purgunnahs Lohara, Pachora, 
and Sindoornee formerly belonged to the Nizam, but after the battle 
of Khurda these districts were made over to the Peishwah, by whom 
again they were given in part payment of a debt to His Highness 
Scindiah. 

The Sindoornee Mahal was, it is said, exchanged for some other 
district called Dulehkanee, and given in Jagheer to Pattunkur 
.Dixit, the ancestor of the present Jagheerdars. In the year of the 
British accession 1818-19, the minor division Turf Sangvee, Pur- 
gunnah Lohara, and two years later the remaining Turfs Lohara, 
Pachora, and Sindoornee, became British territory, but all excepting 
Sangvee, were given back in 1838-39, and were again resumed in 
1844-45. 

Purgunnah Ootran, until recently a portion of talooka Erundole 
and formerly belonging to Holkar, came into our possession in the 
year 1818-19. 

21. The general aspect of the country is flat, excepting in the 
vicinity of an irregular and broken line of low rocky hills in the 
centre and north of the talooka, where there is also a considerable 
amount of waste land covered with low jungle. 

22. As suggested in a previous communication, I think the 
formerly disputed lands between the villages of Lohara and Bamrood 
a most suitable situation for a Forest Reserve. The lands are stil 
uncultivated, and I informed the inhabitants of both villages that the 
block of land in question had been recommended as a Government 
Reserve. The soil on both sides of the nullah running through the 
entire length of the lands is good and suitable for the growth of any 
description of timber. The exact position of this portion of land is 
denoted on the map accompanying this report by a broken green 
line. To the north of these lands within the boundaries of the 
villages of Kurkee, Lonevvarree and Rotewud there is an unbroken 
tract of land which might also be reserved for the growth of timber. 
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23. Tlie talooka is particularly well off in respect to water. 

The Girna is an unfailing source to all the villages along its 

course. The southern portion of the district is uncommonly well 
supplied with water, the numerous streams that take their rise in the 
Sautmulla range water this portion of the talooka most bountifully. 
I examined these streams in the hot weather and found abundance of 
water; in places where the course is interrupted by rocks there are 
pools of water of 20 to 30 feet in depth, and some of these exceed a mile 
in length. The presence of surface water of this nature is of unspeak¬ 
able benefit to the inhabitants not only a3 affording drinking water 
for people and cattle, but by percolation the wells have a steady supply 
also. The banks of these streams, particularly those rising in the 
south of the district, are fringed with lofty trees, chiefly Pullas, Sadar, 
lleeba, Mhoara, &c., and as these belts of jungle are of considerable 
breadth, the effect is pleasing and picturesque to the eye, besides 
giving a favourable impression of the fertility of the soil. 

24. The prevailing soil is black regur of a medium quality. 
The best and deepest is found along the banks of the Girna on either 
side; and up the valleys formed by the streams Indrughur, Boola, 
and Kurkah, as far south as Sindar and Pimpulgaum the soil is 
very good, suitable for any description of agriculture. 

25. The crops grown in the district are in the proportion to 
each other as shown in the statement below ;—

Jowarce and cotton cover nearly two-thirds of the area under 
cultivation. The latter crop has in this, as in other parts of the 
collectorate greatly increased during the last few years, and during 
this year the cultivation of this valuable product has attained, what 
I should say must be nearly, its maximum height. The crop returns 
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exhibit 34,5u0 acres as umh-r cotton alone, tlii:i is an increase over 
the return for 1855-50, of 15,000 acres. Taking the amount of 
laud under cotton, this district, may be looked upon as the most 
favourable for its culture throughout the collectorate. And any 
measures to advance, and improve the culture of cotton must be hailed 
as a benefit to the Presidency generally and to Khandeish in particular, 
when; the staple produced is allowed to be of an inferior description. 
All efforts therefore towards effecting an improvement are deserving 
of commendation ; at the same time I would beg to observe, that in 
my opinion, all appearance of coercive measures in the introduction 
of foreign seed should he carefully avoided, as the very object that is 
so much desired will, undoubtedly, be defeated, if the ryots are har¬ 
assed or threatened with punishment in matters connected witli the 
cultivation of their own lands. I would therefore very strongly 
deprecate any recourse to compulsion in the matter in view. Indeed, 
if such be admitted, and interference with the perfect freedom of the 
cultivators as to their right to sow whatever seed they please be 
established as a rule, it. will affect the value of the land, and J, as 
Settlement Officer, could not avoid carrying it into consideration in 
framing revised rales of assessment. 

2G. Before despatching this report 1 hope to learn from the 
districts the effect the contemplated change in the seed is likely to 
have on the out-turn of the cotton crop generally. That there will 
be a decrease I am prepared to find, not alone from the enhanced 
expense of seed, hut as well from the want of available land for a 
cotton crop. Last season wherever cotton could be grown it was 
sown, so that, this year there may not be at the disposal of many of 
the cultivators a sufficient portion of their land whereon cotton can 
be produced. I would rather however see efforts made to improve the 
culture of cotton, whether it he from indigenous seed or from that of 
other countries than encouragement given for the great extension of 
the cultivation of the plant alone. I am thoroughly convinced 
that it would be more to the advantage of both the cultivators and the 
country in general were the culture of cotton kept within certain pre¬ 
scribed limits, and this can only be accomplished by satisfying the 
cultivators that it is their interest to raise an improved description of 

9. T. w 
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cotton so as to ensure a much better staple than has as yet; been pro¬ 
duced. Throughout'my service in this province I have endeavoured 
to inculcate this on the minds of the ryots, and at one period many 
cultivators were induced to sow both New Orleans and Egyptian 
seed. That the former was unsuitable to the climate soon became 
apparent, and all attempts to continue issuing American seed were 
abandoned. Whether or not the produce from Berar seed will be an 
improvement on the indigenous plant remains to be seen. 

27. I would also suggest for consideration whether the offer 
of premiums for the best description of cotton wool and cereals 
would not materially aid in effecting an improvement in the produce 
of the country. The premiums should, in my opinion, be sufficient¬ 
ly large both to* induce the cultivators to be eager to gain them as 
well as evidence of the earnest sincerity of Government in wishing 
to bring about the desired improvement. 

28. There are no metalled roads within the district at present, 
whatever there may be in contemplation, but the inhabitants have 
the great advantage of railway communication, and there are within 
the bounds of the talooka the following stations, Paehora, Mhyjee, 
and Mussawud, so that the line of railway runs through the entire 
length of the talooka; none of the villages are so far apart as not to 
be within its beneficial influences. 


29. The following are the towns within the district whereat 
weekly bazaars are held :—

besides the above there is the annual Fair of Mhyjee, which is held 
between the villages of Koorungee and Chinchkheira, and takes its 
name from a Hindoo female who performed suttee there, and over 
whose remains a temple is built. 
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30. The only lair* of importance arc those at Wuikhcira and 
Mhyjec. The. former is a large cattle market, and is chiefly resorted 
to for the purchase of cal tic by the inhabitants of this and neighbour¬ 
ing talookas. The character and importance of the Mliyjee fair is 
already so well known that it is unnecessary that I should give a 
lengthened description of it here. .The good effects therefrom is lelt 
all over the district, while the villages in its immediate neighbour¬ 
hood derive great benefit from it from being able to dispose of every 
description of laud produce most advantageously. The fair continues 
for two months, the exact time of opening being regulated by the 
period on which the Shimga holidays (Hindoo) fall due. 

31. The old rates of assessment in this district are consider¬ 
ably lower, considering the nature of the soil, than most of the 
talookas wherein revised rates have been introduced. The maximum 
rate being 11s. 3-3-8 per acre, but this rate is only found as having 
effect in about. 15 villages, and then only to a very limited extent; 
the next rate is Rs. 2-D-4, lls. 2-4-0, and so on down to 10 annas 
per aero. Taking the district altogether, I consider it has been 
hitherto under-assessed, and under nil circumstances, which must 
now hold good in the consideration in the revision of its assessment* 
a considerable increase would be expected. 1 have therefore in 
framing new rates adopted the following maximum rates : — 

1. Class comprises 80 villages at Rs. 3 0 0 per acre.

For such villages of Class I. as derive greater advantage from 
their proximity to the Railway stations I have added 8 annas per 
acre. 

32. The effect of the above rates will be seen in detail in Ap¬ 
pendix B, and of which I have already made you aware in a demi- 
official form. 1 had further this year in framing rates for thistalooka 
and Wurruiignuni the great advantage of a consultation with the 
1 hen Revenue Commissioner, the Honorable Mr. Ellis, who went 
over every village with me in detail 
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33. The garden cultivation in this talooka is wholly derived 
from wells of which then; are in all 1,782, of these however only 707 
arc in use, and the extent in acres watered is 3,005. 

34. The remains of two bnndavahs, one near Pachora, on the 
Himra, and the pther at Pimpulgaiitn, on the Bowla, are the only 
evidence of any patusthul irrigation ever having existed. But J 
would suggest that the attention of the Engineers for Irrigation he 
solicited to this matter, with a view 1o the rivers in the south of the 
district being examined, as it seemed to me that where large heads of 
water are already stored by natural obstructions, agdthe banks being 
moderately low, bundarahs might be constructed with advantage ; 

I would particularly notice that, part of the river Bowla near the 
village of Lassoor in the neighbourhood of Wurkheira, and on the 
same river further down at the village of Bildee. 

35. At the time revised rates of assessment were being prepared 
by me for this talooka, the discussion regarding the well assessment 
iri Guzerat took place, and the subject was referred to me for report, 
jvhen I stated my opinion that it had long been my desire to sec 
the assessment upon wells if not abandoned altogether, at least incor-. 
porated in that on tin; lauds, and I solicited and received permission 
to place an additional 4 annas on lands irrigated from wells, and 
thereby absorb all extra cess on account of wells. I showed Mr. Ellis 
that this additional 4 annas would just, cover the baghayut rate 
which would have been applied in the ordinary manner, assuming for 
this talooka the same rate us has been applied for well irrigation in 
other districts, viz. Rs. 3 per acre. To exemplify this, I prepared a 
statement exhibiting on it the rate per field including the baghayut 
cess, and placing in juxtaposition the land rate enhanced by 4 annas ; 
and the result on 20 villages approximated so closely that Mr. Ellis 
at once gave me instructions to carry out this method for the well 
irrigation in both the talookas under report. 

3G. I believe it was Mr. Ellis’ opinion (I have not a copy of 
his report to Government on the subject) that in classifying the lands 
an enhanced rate should be made for all lauds where water could be 



found within a moderate depth, but to carry this out practically 
would be next to impossible, as has already been shown by Major 
Francis in his report to Government, No. 12, dated 25th April 1865. 
The advantages of garden land in Khandeish to the ryots generally 
are, as brought to notice in previous reports, so insignificant, that 
a bagliayut rate very slightly in excess of that for jorayut is all that 
has ever been applied hitherto. Of late years while high profits 
from dry crop cultivation have prevailed, hundreds of wells have 
fallen into disuse. Even in surveyed districts where bagliayut rates 
are enforced, many instances will be found of the wells not hav¬ 
ing been used. For Khandeish therefore rny opinion is, that the 
present somewhat elaborate system of well assessment may he 
abandoned, and the classers be instructed simply to note the extent 
of land under each well that is capable of being watered, and for such' 
lands an enhanced rate be levied. 

By the adoption of this method a saving in the expense of clas¬ 
sification would be effected, and a very great simplification in the 
district accounts established. As an example of the results of the 
system, as it has been applied in Lohara, I annex a Statement (A) 
for 22 villages, showing the amount that would have been levied 
from garden land according to the previous method and that from 
which I have now adopted. 

37. Regarding the previous assessment of the Wumingaum 
talooka no reliable information is procurable. The former settlements 
were made on the lump. A piece of land was given for so many 
rupees, but there are no records obtainable showing the extent of 
area of the lands in question. The revenue was given out in con¬ 
tract to a Muktadar who instructed the Zumcendars to fix the 
assessment, and this was done by calling together the Patel, Cool- 
curnce and a few of the cultivators, a partial examination of the 
crops taken and assessment increased or decreased, but it is more 
likely that the sum to be collected was determined by the demands 
of the Muktadar for the time being, and from such as were consider¬ 
ed capable of paying, a larger sum was exacted. As it is natural 
to imagine, a great disparity in the revenue from fields and from 
villages was the result of such a system. 
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38. The following' maximum rates were prepared by me :— 

1st Class comprises 50 villages at I’s. 3 per acre ivilh 8 
annas added for such villages as are immediately conti¬ 
guous to Railway stations.

Mr. Ellis, who went over every village in detail with me, which 
assistance was all the more valuable from there being no previous 
data to go upon. 

40. The effects of the proposed rates will be seen by a refer¬ 
ence to Appendix C. The comparison of the new rates with those 
formerly existing can only be shown for that of the three years pre¬ 
vious to the introduction of the revised rates. 

The effect on the talooka gives an increase of Rs, 28,314 over 
that collected since the district came into our possession. Although 
there are many cases where the increase on villages are considerable, 
yet there are upwards of thirty instances in which the revised rates 
lower the previously collected revenue. 

41. The only village where the cultivators seemed unusually 
dissatisfied with the rates were those of Sirsaleh, No. 17 in Class II., 
where the revenue on cultivation is increased from Rs. 1,543 to Rs. 
2,774, and on examining into the particulars of the case, I found the 
following to be the case :—-

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42. With such a state of things as the above it would have 
been impossible to take into consideration the former payments in 
fixing a new assessment, all that could be done therefore was to 
prepare an equitable assessment and introduce it, and with this the 
main body of the ryots were perfectly satisfied even in the case of 
such as had their assessment raised, I am thoroughly satisfied that 
there is not an individual in the district who would wish to revert to 
his former position as it was under the Native Government. 

43. The garden cultivation is also in this talooka exclusively 
from wells, and the same method as was adopted in Lohara was 
carried out here. 

44. In addition to the settlement of the talookas of Lohara 
and Wurrungaum, I also prepared and introduced revised rates into 
nine villages that were added to Chalisgaum from the Malligaum 
talooka, the villages were those on the border adjoining the former 
talooka, which from the convenience the Railway afforded in having 
Chalisgaum as a Thana, were transferred to that district. The rates in¬ 
troduced correspond with those of the villages with which they would 
have been grouped had they been a portion of Chalisgaum when 
the settlement took place ; I added however an additional 4 annas to 
Nandgaum, it being a station on the Railway. The former rates 
of these villages were unusually high, particularly so in Nandgaum 
more than two-thirds of the area of these villages is uncultivated, so 
that the relief afforded may induce an increase in cultivation. 

45. Maps of the Talookas together with the usual Appendices 
accompany this report.

Sih,—I n reply to your letter of the 19th ultimo, which only 
reached me a day or two ago, I beg to state that in applying new 
rates of assessment it is necessary to establish and carry out a certain 
system. In the first place a maximum rate such as will be equitable 
for the most favourably circumstanced villages is determined. The 
villages are then divided into groups of 1st, 2nd, and 3rd classes, and 
so on according to their circumstances. 

2. In your letter under reply, you notice that by the application 
of the new rates upon certain villages in Wurrungaum the new assess¬ 
ment is below that which was collected during the three previous 
years that the talooka has been under this Government. 

3. I have endeavoured to point out in paragraphs 40, 41, and 
42, that the former payments paid by the cultivators in this dis¬ 
trict was hardly any criterion to go by ; I found land contiguously 
situated and similar in soil, assessed so unequally that one man 
was paying six and ten times as much as his neighbour whose 
“ nusseeb” may have been favourable. Hence it is thus, that the 
effects of the survey rates which have an equitable and even bear¬ 
ing, show different results in villages within the same groups. 

4. Of the 37 villages noticed by you, I find three villages 
Koorha, Parumbee and Faikree are in the first division of Class I., 
bearing a maximum rate of Rs. 3-8-0 per acre, which is the highest 
rate that has yet been sanctioned forjeerayut cultivation within the 
collectorate, The general effect of the application of this rate on 
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other villages has been contrary to that which it has had on the above- 
named villages, I considered myself only justified in applying 
it, on account of the advantages of railway communication. It 
would have been most unfair to have applied an enhanced rate on 
these villages alone, merely because I found they had been paying 
more hitherto. 

5. The equity of a Survey Assessment is that it places an equal 
assessment on lands similar in circumstances and soil. 

6. Of the remaining villages I find they are mostly on the 
outskirts of the talooka, eight are altogether uninhabited, and the 
rest have only a small portion of their lands under cultivation; 
so it was with the view of offering an inducement and creating an 
incentive towards an increase of cultivation that the quoted rates 
were adopted. 

7. I would repeat that I confidently recommend the rates 
proposed for sanction, as in grouping the villages and applying the 
rates I had the kind assistance of the Honorable Mr. Ellis, who 
examined the result on every village. 

8. I further beg the favour of your forwarding on the reports 
for the consideration of His Excellency the Governor in Council with 
as little delay as possible, and that you will allow this letter to ac¬ 
company them along with other correspondence on the subject.

Sin,—I have the honor to forward the Report of the Superin¬ 
tendent of Survey on the Assessment of the talookasof VVurrungaum 
and Lohara. 

2. The VVurrungaum talooka forms the extreme north¬ 
eastern corner of Khandeish, it’s position with regard to other 
taloookas and to Berar will be best understood by reference to the 
enclosed map. 

3. It contains 182 villages, 7 of which are alienated, distri¬ 
buted over an area of 401 square miles or 256,942 acres, not in¬ 
cluding the three alienated villages of Bhosawul, Bamnee, and 
Mandwa; of the entire area 203,457 acres are arable and 106,677 
acres already under cultivation. The remaining portion of the un¬ 
cultivated arable land lies chiefly to the north of the river Poorna 
the soil is of the richest kind, but the climate of this corner of the 
district is very unhealthy. Except where the low hills, which are 
seen in the map, intervene, the soil of the whole talooka is decided¬ 
ly above the average and it is well watered by the rivers Taptee, 
Poorna, and Soor ; the river Wagoor forms the boundary of three 
villages on the extreme western corner. The Wurrungaum talooka, 
including the Edulabad Mahal, formerly belonged to Scindia, 
who had granted it in jaghcer to several of his Sirdars from whom 
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lie demanded a small quit-rent. Dnc village (Mandwa) was grant¬ 
ed in Dewusthan and is still enjoyed by the poojarces of the temple 
of Ramjee in Wurrungaum. In the year 18f>0, Wurrungamn and 
Ednlabad were ceded by Scindia to the British Government in ex¬ 
change for certain territory in the neighbourhood of Jansi in Central 
India. 

4. The Great Indian Peninsula Railway enters the talooka 
near Bhosawul, runs through it eastward for about 25 miles, and 
after passing into Berar continues to skirt it at a distance, which 
will enable produce to be exported with much facility. There is a 
railway station at Wurrungamn. 

5. Bhosawul is the junction of the Nagpoor and Jubbulporc 
branches of the G. I. P. Railway. This village is held in jugheer by 
a member of the Nimbulker family; it contains a large staff of 
European Railway officials and artificers, and very extensive work¬ 
shops and factories. 

6. There is a bridged and moorumed road from the Nargaum 
station to Borhanpoor via Edulabad. This was formerly the 
post road to Agra, but the Railway having now been opened to 
Borhanpoor, it carries but little traffic. 

7. Weekly markets are held at Wurrungaum, Edulabad, 
Bhosawul, Thurode, Kora, Wuroda, and Antroli. 

8. Twenty-five per cent, of the cultivated land is under 
cotton, thiity-one per cent, under jowarce, the remaining crops 
are toor, wheat, oorced, bajree, linseed, and gram. Although 
there are no records previous to the cession, there is no doubt that 
cultivation has rapidly increased of late years under the influence of 
the high price of agricultural produce, proximity to the Railway, 
and security of life and property. 

9. The banks of the Poorna arc covered with a dense baubul 
jungle ; this has been carefully preserved from the first year of its 
cession to the British Government. It will in a few years yield 
much valuable timber. The Superintendent is mistaken in thinking 
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the measures for the protection of the timber commenced only two 
years ago. 

10. The Superintendent of Survey brings to notice the extensive 
tract of grazing ground between the Poorna and the hills from 
Sookley to the eastern frontier of the district, and suggests it as the 
most favourable site for a Government grazing Farm, 1 have been 
lately in correspondence with Major Neale, Superintendent of the 
Government Farm in the Deccan with reference to this tract. 
Nothing can surpass the excellence and abundance of the fodder and 
water, and being also within easy reach of the Rail, it is in these 
respects very favourably situated for the object in view, but the 
climate is most deadly, several attempts have been made to recolonize 
the deserted villages of Chartauu and Wurodc, but on each occasion 
the cultivators have been decimated by fever, and the survivors have 
been forced to abandon the villages. The situation is in other 
respects so favoured by nature, and the necessity of securing 
for Government a large tract of grazing land is so urgent, that I 
would suggest further experiment before the site is abandoned. It is 
probable that on the high hills which overlook Chartana, a site 
might be found sufficiently healthy for the residence of an acclima¬ 
tized European. This affords an additional reason why these 
villages should not be ceded to the Central Provinces. On the north 
of the hills between them and the Taptee, there is a similar extensive 
tract of grazing ground which is almost as near the Jubbulpoor line 
of Rail as the tract to the south is to the Nagpoor line. I do not 
know if it is unhealthy. It would be worth inquiry if it is so or 
not, and in the event of this tract being selected as a grazing farm, 
the Taptee should form the boundary of Khandeish in this direction. 
The destruction of fodder by fire is very much to be regretted, but if 
the Superintendent of Survey will suggest any practical measures 
to put a stop to it, I shall be much obliged to him. It is impossible 
to protect, such an extensive tract from the wandering tribes who 
inhabit it, and even in the event of the originator of some destructive 
fire being detected, it would be necessary to prove that the fire was 
malicious and wilful before a conviction could be obtained. The 
fa'ct that the Tilaries and Wunjaras avIio usually cause the fires are 
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most interested in preserving the fodder, would lead to the inference 
that the fires are accidental. 

H. In the exchange of territory with Scindia, Wummgaum 
and Edulabad were valued as follows

Beyond this there is no reliable information. These talookas 
were farmed out, and the farmer as usual collected as much as he 
could extort from the ryots without driving them to rebellion. 
In the three years which preceded the Survey, we were compelled 
to accept the statements of the Patels and Koolkurnies as to previous 
payments, by which our assessment was regulated and the Jumma- 
bundy was as follows :—

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12, The assessment was very arbitrary and unequal as shown 
by the Superintendent in paragraph 41 ; but he is wrong in stating 
that it would have been impossible to take into consideration “ the 
former payments in fixing a new assessment.” 

A district which in three years has more than doubled the net 
Revenue for collection in revenue it paid to Scindia, which has 
1863-64.. Rs. 1,04,681 0 6 paid that revenue punctually without 

changed Net Its. 45,116 10 0 compulsory measures and without out- 

-standing balances, could in no single in- 

- stance have been over-assessed. I was 

therefore surprised to find on reference to Appendix C that though 
the rates proposed by Mr. Davidson raise the revenue on the whole 
talooka by Rs. 28,304, yet in no less than 37 villages the assessment 
is reduced still lower than at present. As his report contained no 
explanation on this point, I called on the Superintendent of Survey 
to inform me of the necessity for this apparently needless sacrifice 
__ . * v,. of revenue ; his reply is appended/ from 

which it would appear that the assessment 
is reduced, not because it has been too high and been paid with 
difficulty, but for the sake of uniformity. The Wurrungaum Talooka 
is singularly favoured as to soil and position, it is situated at the 
angle between two great lines of Railway, and long before the present 
settlement has expired its chief town Bhosawul will be second only 
in importance to Bombay and the large cities of Guzerat. It has hither¬ 
to paid its revenue with ease and punctuality, and I cannot therefore 
without some better reason than that brought forward by the 
Superintendent, consent to a reduction, now that it has obtained 
advantages of communication and market, previously unknown. 
The Superintendent of Survey argues, that Rs. 3-8-0 having been 
fixed as a maximum rate for villages most favourably situated, the 
reduction occurs as a logical consequence in inferior villages, and 
that it would be unfair to apply an enhanced rate in villages merely 
because they had hitherto paid it. I admit that I would not raise 
the revenue merely because it has hitherto been paid, but because 
having been paid with ease and punctuality is the best proof 
that the assessment has hitherto been an equitable and moderate 
one. I do not even positively ask that the revenue should be 
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raised in these thirty-seven villages, though their improved cir¬ 
cumstances and prospects, would even warrant that, but 1 
decidedly protest against any reduction of the present very moderate 
assessment. 

13. The rates of assessment proposed for Wurrungaum by the 
Superintendent of-Survev are as follows :— 

1st Class comprises 50 villages at Rs. 3 per acre with 8 annas 
added for such villages as are immediately contiguous to 
Railway Stations.

14. For the reasons above given, I cannot recommend that 
this assessment should be confirmed, and would suggest that the 
Superintendent should be directed to revise the grouping, or add 
an intermediate rate in such a way as to prevent a loss of revenue 
in the 37 villages in which he proposes to reduce the assessment. 

15. The Lolrara lalooka contains 1G4 villages, of which 139 
arc khalsa, 23 partially and two wholly alienated villages ; it was 
formed in the year 1861-G2 out of outlying villages of the Bhur- 
gaum, Jamnair, and Errundole talookus. The surveyed area con¬ 
tains 237,989 acres or 372 square miles, of this only 201,712 acres 
are arable. Its position will be best understood by reference to 
the map. The Mamlutdar is situated at Pachora, a Railway station. 
With the exception of a range of low rocky hills in the centre 
and north of the talooka, the general aspect of the country is flat. 

1G. The river Girna flows through the talooka parallel with 
the railway, and with its tributaries, the Indragliur, Bowla, llimra, 
and Kurkab, affords an abundant and perennial supply of water. 
The Irrigation Department has been requested to examine and re¬ 
port on the capabilities of these streams for works of irrigation. 

17. The Superintendent reports the soil to be black regur 
generally of a medium quality, but in the valleys of the Girna and 
its tributaries soil of the best kind is found. 
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]8, The chief crop is jowaroe, which occupies 33 per cent, 
of the land, cotton 31 per cent., bajree 16 per cent.,, linseed 5 per 
cent.., while the remaining 15 per cent, is given to wheat., gram, toor, 
indigo, and rice. The only road in this talooka is from Mhyjee 
station to Koorungee where the fair is held (2J miles). 

19. The G. I. P. Railway passes through the talooka from 
north to south having stations at Pachora, Mhyjee, and Mussawud. 
Resides the well known fair at Mhyjee which lasts for two months, 
there is a weekly cattle fair at Wurkheira, and weekly bazaars are held 
at Wurkheira, Pachora, Lohara, Bamrood, Ootran, Sindar, Pirnpul- 
gamn, Mussawud, Koorungee, and Sindoornee. These markets, with 
the three Railway stations, afford the inhabitants of this talooka un¬ 
usual facilities for the disposal of their produce. 

20. There are no manufactures of any kind in this talooka. 

21. The rates of assessment hitherto in force in Lohara have 
varied from Rs. 3-3-8 to 10 annas per acre, but as the higher rate 
was found in only 15 villages, it may be said that the next highest 
rate Rs. 2-9-4 was with a few exceptions the maximum, Under 
these rates the revenue has steadily increased for the last 20 years. 
The cultivators have emancipated themselves from the depressing 
influence of the money lender, many have accumulated wealth, and 
all arc prosperous and well to do. The revenue has been paid punc¬ 
tually without legal measures of coercion, and there are no outstand¬ 
ing balances, which invariably indicate too high a rate of assessment. 
The progress of this talooka having been so steady in past years, 
when there was no exit for produce, when grain was a drug in the 
market, and cotton 3d, per pound. Now that the country has been 
opened out by the Railway, and every kind of agricultural produce i3 
selling at double or quadruple the average of price of the last 10 years, 
an increase of revenue may fairly be looked for. The introduction 
of Berar cotton, in a district 31 percent, of which is under cotton cul¬ 
tivation, must alone have thrown a very large sum into the hands of 
the ryots, many of whom now deal directly with the Bombay mer¬ 
chant without any intermediate agency.

23. The effect of these rates on the revenue will be an increase 
of Rs. 50,828, calculated on the cultivation of 18G4-65. I consider 
this is no more than is demanded by the present position and future 
prospects of the talooka, and I recommend the rates for sanction and 
the usual guarantee. There is no patusthul cultivation in Lohura, 
and the remains of only two buiularas indicate that this mode of 
irrigation ever was extensively carried on. There are 1,782 wells, but 
only 797 arc made use of for irrigation. 

24. The profits of jerayut cultivation are now so high as com¬ 
pared with those from molusthul irrigation, that the Superintendent 
proposes a rate of only 4 annus per acre in excess of the dry crop rates 
for lands irrigated from wells, he shows in a statement appended 
marked A, that this rate of assessment will be almost identical 
with the usual motusthul baghayut rate of Rs. 3 per acre. The very 
large number of wells which are not made use of for irrigation, 
proves that this mode of cultivation is hardly profitable, and under 
these circumstances 1 think the rate proposed by the Superintendent is 
sufficiently high and recommend it for sanction, both in this talooka 
and Wurrungaum, where there is very little irrigated cultivation and 
that derived entirely from wells. 

25. Besides the settlement of Lohara and Wurrungaum, the 
Superintendent has proposed revised rates of assessment for the 9 
villages of Malligaum which were transferred from that taloooka to 
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Clialisgaum; lie reports that the rates are the same as for the 
adjacent villages of Clialisgaum, 4 annas being added for the village 
of Nandgaum being a Railway station. I have requested the Superin¬ 
tendent to report what arc the rates he alluded to, and will forward 
them for sanction hereafter. In paragraphs 25, 26, 27 the Superin¬ 
tendent of Survey reports the introduction of Berar cotton seed which 
has been so extensively cultivated in Khandeish this season, he thinks 
it would have been better if the suitability of Berar cotton to the 
climate and soil of Khandeish had been tested by experiment before 
this measure had been carried out. I beg to state that the suitability 
of Berar cotton to Khandeish soil and climate was proved in the most 
satisfactory manner by the experiments of Mr. A. St. J. Richardson 
when Judge of Khandeish. Had this not. been the case, I should not 
have ventured to take upon myself the responsibility of introducing so 
large a quantity of Berar seed. It has been sown throughout Khan¬ 
deish this season to the almost entire exclusion of the indigenous 
Khandeish cotton, and the following quotations will enable you to 
form an opinion of the result. Had it been less generally accepted, 
it would have hybridized with the Khandeish cotton, and the result 
would have been as in Dharwar, where unmixed cotton of the im¬ 
proved quality is unknown. In Dharwar, New Orleans cotton is in¬ 
variably adulterated with indigenous cotton, and the most mis¬ 
chievous form of adulteration is rendered permanent. The report, 
of the Chamber of Commerce, dated the 14 th December 1865, stales 
that the new cotton “ promises to supersede the poorest variety 
of the indigenous cotton of this Presidency by a new variety, 
which will henceforth entitle the cotton of Khandeish to rank wilh 
the best.” 

The Managers of the East Tndia Cotton Agency, Messrs. Brice 
and Co., on the same subject, under date the 21st December 1865, 
write of “ the immense improvement which lias taken place in the 
quality of the cotton produced in your district. Khandeish cotton 
from having long held the lowest place in the list of indigenous 
cotton, promises to rank this year next to the American variety. It 
is valued at Rs. 450 per candy against Rs. 350, the present worth of 
such quality as was raised last year.” 
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An article published in the Economist of the 13th January 1866 
contains the following passage. It is a quotation from the Circular 
of Messrs. Nicol and Co. of the 13th December 1865 :— 

“ There are one or two parcels of new Khandeish in the 
market already, and they have been readily taken at from 
lls. 430 to Rs. 445. The cotton grown in Khandeish this sea¬ 
son is of very superior quality and quite as good as the Oomra- 
wuttcc, with which cotton it will class, being grown from a 
superior description of seed imported into those districts for the 
first time this season as an experiment from Berar, and from 
the samples we have seen, with great success.” 

26. The Superintendent anticipates that the introduction of Berar 
seed will cause a decreased area to be cultivated with this crop. I have 
nodoubtthat the cultivation of cotton this season will be found much 
reduced, but it is owing not to the enhanced price of the seed or 
to want, of available land, but to the commercial crisis, and the 
depressed state of the cotton market at, the sowing time. In May 
and June last, year on the termination of the American war, cot¬ 
ton was selling at Rs. 18 per pulla, and the prospects of the 
trade were so uncertain, that merchants would not as usual 
make any advances to the ryots on their cotton crops. 

27. The Superintendent suggests that the cultivation of su¬ 
perior kinds of cotton and grain should be encouraged by the grant 
of prizes to successful cultivators. This system has been tried and 
lias utterly failed, not only in Khandeish, but everywhere else. The 
fact is that a permanent and remunerative market price is the 
only prize that will influence an agricultural population to culti¬ 
vate cotton or any other crop extensively ; rewards and the influence 
of the local officers may stimulate a few cultivators into forced acti¬ 
vity for a year or two, but success or failure will eventually he de¬ 
cided by the fact of the market price of the article produced being 
remunerative or otherwise. It is possible to produce very superior 
descriptions of Peruvian and Egyptian cotton by garden cultivation, 
but when the price fluctuates from Rs. 18 to Rs. 130 per pulla with¬ 
in 6 months, such a mode o( cultivation would never pav, 
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28. The remarks in paragraph 26 of Mr. Davidson’s report, 
would imply that measures had been taken to extend the cultivation 
of cotton, but such is not the case. Mr. Davidson appears to have 
been misinformed on this subject, as I have stated above, a high 
market price is the only real and safe stimulus to increased produc¬ 
tion, and this being entirely beyond the control of the Government 
officers, nothing whatever has been done to extend cultivation or 
affect the market.

REMARKS by the Survey Commissioner upon the Corrcspon- 


Colleclor's Letter No. 366, 
dated 2"tli February 1806, 
with accompaniment. 


dcnce relative to the rates proposed for the 
Wurrungaum and Lohara Taloohas of the 
Khandeish Collectoratc. 


I regret to find tliat the Collector withholds his assent to the 

rates proposed for the Wurrungaum Ta- 
Paragraph l~. looka on the grounds of their being too 

low in certain villages. From the correspondence on this object, it 
appears that there are about 37 villages in which a reduction of 
assessment will be effected by the application of the Superinten¬ 
dent’s rates, and the Collector takes exception to this part of the 
settlement. 

2. In giving his reasons for doing so, Mr. Ashburner observes 
as follows:— 


“ A district which in 3 years has more than doubled the net 
revenue it paid to Scindia, which has paid that revenue punctually 
without compulsory measures and without outstanding balances, 
could in no single instance have been over-assessed.” 


There can be no doubt of the correctness of this reasoning in 
regard to the assessment of the district generally. But it by no 
means follows, that because a district on the whole has paid a certain 
amount of assessment with punctuality and without compulsory 
means, that there are not villages in which the payments have been 
unequally apportioned. If the present assessment had been based 
upon an accurate measurement and classification of the land, it might 
then be fairly taken as a basis by which the effect of a new assessment 
could he accurately tested. But when, as appears from the corres¬ 
pondence, we arc revising an assessment which was framed solely 
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from statements of previous payments given in by the Patel arid 

Coolkurnce of each village, it -would be 
1 ' ^°^ LCt01 15 most; unsafe either to increase or decrease 

the rates of certain villages, because they 
are more or less under the proposed settlement than had been 
formerly paid. 

3. The Superintendent has shown in paragraph 41 that the 
payments under the present assessment, are very irregular. In the 
statement therein given we find that for a holding of 34 acres 30 
goontas, the revenue payment was only Rs. 1-3-0, and in another case 
for 33 acres 35 goontas, only 4 annas were paid. The new assessment 
in these cases is Rs. 20-12-0 and Rs. 37-11-0 respectively. Now 
if the Collector’s plan of taking- the old assessment as the basis of the 
now settlement wore adopted, we ought to remit all the excess charg¬ 
ed against the holders in these cases. It would have been better 
had the Superintendent furnished cases in which the new assessment 
shows a decrease on present payments. Doubtless there are many 
such which would show quite as marked a contrast of over-payment 
as of obvious under-payment in the cases given above. 

4. I think the Superintendent should have furnished more 
detailed information regarding the effect of his rates when called 
upon by the Collector to explain the reasons for the decrease on past 
payments in the 37 villages alluded to. He might have shown in¬ 
stances of unduly heavy payments of the nature alluded to above. 
He might, have pointed out too that whilst the village of Khurkeh

I think it probable the Collector would have withdrawn his ob¬ 


jections. 
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5. After all, however, flic sum concerned in the objections 
raised by the Collector is of a trifling amount, as will he seen by the 
following statement, which shows the decreases on past payments 
resulting from the application of the Superintendent’s rates:—

6. On examining this statement it will be seen that there are 
several eases (12) in which the decrease in present payments caused 
by the Superintendent’s rates is less than twenty Rupees, whilst 
the total sum involved in the 37 villages is only Rs. 2,474. And 
we may safely assume that this will soon be made up by cultivation 
of the waste, the assessment of which amounts to Rs. 10,112. If 
then we regard the point at issue between the Collector and Superin¬ 
tendent of Survey as simply a question of the future revenue of the 
villages concerned,' the facts of the ease tell against Mr. Ashburner. 
And this, taken in connection with the circumstance of the marked 
inequality shown to exist in individual payments under the present 
assessment, should, in my opinion, be held to overrule the Collector’s 
objections here referred to. 

7. The Collector considers the rates proposed for Lohara 
talooka to be suitable. I find that they raise the assessment on pre¬ 
sent cultivation from Rs, 1,54,125 to Rs. 2,04,953, whilst the survey 
rental amounts to Rs. 2,80,995,—the increase being 34 per cent, in the 
former and about 50 in the latter ease. These arc very large addi¬ 
tions to the assessment of a district. The year moreover which has 
been taken as the standard of comparison (1864-65) appears to be a 
year in which our revenue collections were exceptionally high. 
Appears to be, I say, because I am unable to make out from the 
diagram the amount of our past revenue of all the villages included 
under the Superintendent’s proposals. For I find, that whilst the 
diagram relates to 139 villages, the statement shows the assessment 
of 151. 

8. And again, in paragraph 19 we are informed that there arc 
164 villages in the district of which 189 are Government, 23 
partially and 2 wholly alienated. The partially alienated and Go¬ 
vernment villages together amount to 162, and as the statements 
show accounts for 151 only, it would appear that there are (11) eleven 
of the partially alienated villages excluded from the Superintendent’s 
proposals. It is doubtful from this to how many villages the 
settlement is to be applied, and there is a doubt also whether the 
Superintendent shows the entire past revenue and new assessment of 
the partially alienated villages, or only the amount under each head 
realized and realizable as Government revenue. These are not 
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matters affecting the question of the rates, but I will call upon the 
Superintendent to explain the discrepancy noted. 

9. With regard to the diagram it appears to me to he of little 
use in its present form. As a rule it should be prepared so as to 
show the revenue of all the villages to which the report refers, whereas 
as explained above, it shows the revenue realization of 139 villages, 
and the report refers to the assessment of 151. In cases where the 
payments from alienated villages are small, the sums thus realized 
may be omitted from the diagram, hut when this course is adopted, 
the Superintendent should show in the body of his report the amount 
thus omitted, adding it to the revenues of the Government villages, 
so as to make up a clear account of the total revenue collections of 
the district. This information is not given in the present report, 
and consequently 1 am unable to make out cither the amount of past 
payments or of the new assessment on the purely Government villages 
of the talooka. 

10. But reverting to the question of the rates. I am not 
acquainted with the district, and would not therefore venture to offer 
an opinion upon the subject in opposition to the views of officers 
of such long experience in the Province as the Collector and Superin¬ 
tendent of Survey ; but at the same time, I cannot help observ¬ 
ing that it appears to me that these officers are inclined to attach 
rather too much importance to the present high price of cotton and 
of agricultural produce generally. There can, I think, be no doubt 
that when cultivation is re-established in the Southern States of 
America, there will be a not inconsiderable fall in the price of In¬ 
dian cotton, which will be attended with a corresponding fall in 
the price of the common grains of the country. It may be that this 
point has been fully considered by the officers alluded to when re¬ 
cording their opinion. I deem it right however to notice the sub¬ 
ject in connection with a settlement, which provides for an imme¬ 
diate addition of 33 per-cent, to the revenues of the district; more 
especially, as it appears from the diagram, that the revenues in ques¬ 
tion have already been increased about 25 per-cent, during the 
last 10 years. With these remarks 1 defer to the judgment and 
experience of the officers referred to above upon this question. 
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11. In paragraphs 35 and 36 the Superintendent explains that 
he lias adopted the plan of adding 4 annas per acre to the rate of 
all land irrigated or admitting of irrigation under a well in substitu¬ 
tion of the old system of classifying and assessing well lands. I see 
no objection to the adoption of this plan, which I should think suit¬ 
able to districts like Lohura and Wummgaum, where garden culti¬ 
vation yields comparatively a small return. 


12. The Superintendent notices the existence of two old bun- 
daras in the Lohara district, and suggests 


Paragraph 3*1. 


that the Imgational Engineer should exa¬ 


mine the rivers with a view of ascertaining whether there are any 
good sites for new works of the kind. From my knowledge of the 
collectorate, which is slight certainly, I am inclined to think that our 
Engineer’s time will be more profitably employed in constructing or 
repairing irrigational works in the western districts, where both 
climate and soil are peculiarly suitable for garden cultivation. The 
eastern districts arc the great cotton and grain fields of the Province, 
and as the return from such crops is large at present prices, there 
would be little gain in supplanting them with irrigational products. 

13. In conclusion, I would suggest that as the season is already 
far advanced, you should authorize the immediate introduction of the 
settlement, reserving for the decision of Government the question 
affecting the rates of the 37 villages upon which the Collector and 
Superintendent of Survey are at issue.

-I have the honour to submit for the orders of Government 
a Memorandum # from Major Francis, 
Revenue Survey Commissioner, forward¬ 
ing a report from the Superintendent of 
Survey and Assessment, Khandeish, j' and 
Mr. Ashburner, the Collector, £ on the 
revision, according to the principles of 
the Revenue Survey, of the Assessment in the Purgunnahs of Lohara 
and Wurrungaum in that colleetorate. Mr. Davidson has also 
combined in the same report one on the introduction of a revised 
settlement into nine villages of the Chalisgaum talooka lately trans¬ 
ferred from that of Malligaum. 

2. In the concluding paragraph of his Memorandum Major 
Francis suggests that as the season is far advanced, I should autho¬ 
rize the immediate introduction of the settlement, reserving for the 
decision of Government a point disputed between the Collector and 
the Superintendent as to the rates of certain villages. It would 
appear that he is unaware that the rates were actually introduced 
last year, and that my sanction consequently would not legalise their 
levy. Mr. Davidson does not refer to any orders under which he 
may have acted in introducing the settlement, and, the files of cor¬ 
respondence relating to Khandeish Revenue Survey matters having 
been transferred to the Survey Commissioner, I have no means of 
ascertaining, but, as the Superintendent mentions the assistance he 
received from my predecessor, he probably had his instructions 
from him. 
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3. In the rates proposed for Lohara, the Superintendent and 
the Collector concur, and Major Francis (paragraph 10) does not 
venture, not being acquainted with the district, to offer an opinion 
on the subject in opposition to the views of officers of such long ex¬ 
perience, but appears doubtful whether the increase of assessment 
they will bring about may not be found too heavy, when cultivation 
is re-established in the Southern States of America, and the price of 
Indian cotton, and with it that of the common grains of the country, 
falls in consequence. It will be therefore necessary to endeavour to 
present to Government, as far as this can be done from the statistical 
information furnished in the accompaniments to the Superintendent’s 
report, a sketch of the present agricultural status and prospects of 
the purgunnah, to enable them to form a judgment on the point. 

4. I find the most, heavily assessed village in the whole talooka 
to be Chinchkheira (No. 4 in the higher division of the 1st class) 
the average assessment per acre in which i9 Rs. 2-9-4, which it will 
be convenient for my purpose to call 5s. 3 d. The quotations of the 
value of cotton being now above lb pence a pound, this sum 
would represent that of about 4 lbs., but if the value of Indian cot¬ 
ton were to fall to 7 d. a pound, a fall which I should fancy even Major 
Francis himself cannot contemplate, but which I take because I feel 
pretty certain that at that even the cultivation of cotton would prove 
remunerative to the Indian ryot within easy reach of the Railway 
to Bombay, 5s. 3d. would still represent only 9 lbs. or about 4-^ In¬ 
dian seers of cotton. The average classification of the soil of this village 
I deduce from Mr. Davidson’s figures is about 1 1 annas 9 pies, 
which would in Guzerat represent a soil that would produce at 
least 4^ Indian maunds of seed cotton (kupas) or about H of clean¬ 
ed per acre. Should the produce of this description of land in 
Khandeish not equal more than one-half of what it undoubtedly is 
in Guzerat, the assessment would not come up to one-third of the 
produce, a proportion which is only a tax upon rent and by no 
means approaching to the value of the rent itself. Estimates of 
produce are undoubtedly very fallacious, but in this case I have 
guarded against the chance of over-estimating by adopting an under¬ 
estimate of produce, and calculating its value at less than one-half 
of current prices. It was necessary to make some kind of estimate 
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in order to prove to Government the groundlessness of Major 
Francis’ fears, by showing that an ample margin to allow for a fall 
in prices has been left in the proposed rates, which really amount to 
only a very light tax upon the real rent of the land. 

5. If the district under report were one in which there was not 
much room for extension of cultivation, or of which the statistics show¬ 
ed a higher condition among the agricultural population, I should not 
hesitate to propose a considerably heavier assessment. I do not under¬ 
stand the force of Major Francis’ argument against the pitch of the 
assessment that it is raised 33 per cent, in addition to a rise of 25 per 
cent, within the last ten years as shown by the diagram, for the 
diagram proves that the latter increase in assessment is not more 
than commensurate with the extension of the area under cultivation. 
In a revision of assessment at the present day, to last for thirty years, 
it is not only what a district has hitherto paid that must be looked to: 
that is only a beacon by which over-assessment in future may be 
guarded against by the evidence of its past effects that would be. 
given in the falling off of population, in the decrease of cultivation, 
and other unmistakeable signs. With a constant flow of the precious 
metals into the country, and the opening up of the interior in various 
ways that will promote a further export of raw produce, and thus 
create a larger import of the former, we must consider the ever in¬ 
creasing expense of the Government of the country, and look forward 
to what may be safely anticipated as the enhanced tax upon his rent, 
it will be but fair the ryot should pay, when the value of his land 
and the amount of his rent are by the force of circumstances daily 
increasing. 

6. But the statistics in the present case show the necessity of 
caution, In Walore, which I believe is the most thinly populated 
portion of Guzerat yet assessed, the pressure of population is 218 to 
the square mile, in Lohara it is a little over 111. I had occasion to 
remark that the average number of acres under each plough in 
Walore, 30, showed a far ruder style of agriculture than that in the 
more populated districts. Lohara shows an average of 35 acres. In 
the latter, again, many must cultivate without a plough at all, as there 
is only one plough to every five cultivators, and the average area 
under cultivation by a cultivator’s family of 4 people is about 25 
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acres. There are still more than 50,000 arable acres out of 200,000 
waste. With this margin for the extension of cultivation it is pro¬ 
bable that the supply will exceed the demand for some time to come, 
unless there should occur some sudden influx of population which 
cannot now be foreseen, and the value of land will therefore probably 
not rise so rapidly as it would have, had a larger area been already 
under the* plough. On the other hand, the prices of produce are 
high, and certain never to fall again to the level they reached before 
the tide turned in a.d. 1857-58 in a district brought within easy 
reach by rail of Bombay. The Superintendent does not explain 
how the figures iu column 9 of his statement B. have been arrived 
at, but assuming them to be the average assessment per acre of the 
three years previous to the settlement multiplied by the Survey 
acres in column 8, the increase by the Survey over the existing 
assessment is 33 per cent., one that in my opinion is fully justified 
by all the circumstances. As it happens, the average rate of assess¬ 
ment for the year of settlement (columns 8 and 10) corresponds 
within a very small fraction of that for 46 years from a.d. 1818-19 
to 1863-64 (columns 4 and 5), the former being Rs. 1-5-9 
and the latter Rs. 1-5-10. The diagram shows a steady increase 
in cultivation under the latter (the checks probably having only 
been in years when the monsoon failed) and there is thus every 
reason to say that with increased prices and increased facilities of 
communication the proposed rates are not merely fair, but very 
moderate, and such as to ensure the future agricultural prosperity of 
the talooka. 

7. I have no objection to offer to the manner in which the 
villages have been grouped into classes. This has been done on the 
correct principle that land in the immediate neighbourhood of Rail¬ 
way stations and market towns is more valuable than that in villages 
more remote. The only exceptions are in the cases of the villages 
of Morad, Bailwaree, and Chondhneswur, which might be in the 4th 
instead of the 3rd group, but, as they are jagheeree villages, it will 
be of no consequence if they are left in the latter. 

8. In addition to the mistake in the method of preparing the 
diagram and statement pointed out by Major Francis, it appears 
to me that the information afforded by the accompaniments to the 
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Superintendent’s letter is nut sufficiently full in the details of collec¬ 
tions, outstanding balances, remissions for the year of the excess of 
the new over the old rentals, and revenue under different heads, 
which the report on the introduction of a Survey Settlement should 
contain. Major Francis will be requested to call the Superinten¬ 
dent’s attention to this for the future. 1 find a difference of 1,594 
in the area of cultivation in 1864-65 between the amount given by 
the Superintendent and that in the Collector’s Jummabundy report 
for the year. The excess in the former may he the amount of 
waste included in Survey fields which the Collector may not have 
shown, hut there is nothing in Mr. Davidson’s statements to show 
how much waste has been thus included. The omission is a very 
important one, as a want of consideration of this point has before 
now led to an entirely wrong grouping of many of the villages of 
a district. 

9. In paragraph 35 of his letter the Superintendent reports 
having, with the sanction of my predecessor, commuted all the extra 
demands of Government on account of garden lands irrigated from 
wells into an additional rate of 4 annas per acre on all such lands. 
The wells arc probably permanently constructed in rock, and not 
liable to get into disrepair, and under such circumstances the adoption 
of the plan is advisable. I do not understand from Mr. Davidson's 
report whether this rate has been thrown on the laud under the 
disused as well as that under the worked wells, lmt it should certainly 
be imposed on all baghayut lands unless the wells under which they 
lie are not fit for use. Both the Survey Commissioner and the Col¬ 
lector signify their approval of the plan, which, however, is not in 
my opinion by any means of universal applicability, especially where 
the profits from irrigation exceed greatly, as they do in Guzorat, 
those from dry crop cultivation. 

10. 1 have now to consider the Wummganm talooka, the 
figured statement showing the effects of the proposed rates on the 
revenues of which is marked O- Mr. Asldmrner, the Collector, having 
objected to these rates in consequence of their elfect being to lower 
the assessment in thirty-seven villages, although that, of the whole 
talooka would be raised by Rs. 28,314. The Superintendent has 
defended his original proposals in a separate letter (attached) and 
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the Survey Commissioner recommends my sanctioning them for all 
but the 37 villages in which they would lower the assessment, leaving 
the matter with regard to these 37 for the decision of Government. 

11. Before, however, discussing the rates, a serious objection 
arises to the manner in which the villages have been grouped into 
classes. No explanation of the reasons for the grouping have been 
given, and neither the Collector nor the Survey Commissioner have 
taken any notice of the point, but a glance at the map will show at 
once that what has always been upheld since the day when the joint 
Report was accepted by Government as the basis of our Revenue 
Survey system, as the proper principle on which the grouping of 
villages into classes for maximum rates of assessment should be 
carried out, viz. facilities for disposing of produce, and differences of 
climate, have been overlooked in this talooka. It is difficult to 
think that Koorah and Parumbe, situated probably 40 miles from 
the Railway Station at Bhosawul, which is likely, as the Collector 
says, before the present settlement expires, to be second only in 
importance to Bombay, and the large cities of Guzerat, are worthy 
to be placed in the same class a9 the villages in the immediate 
neighbourhood of Bhosawul, and I caii only guess that they have 
been classed with these villages because the new rates would have 
reduced their assessments very considerably if they had been placed 
in a lower, from finding from the statement that even as first class 
villages they come down by Rs. 51 and Rs. 437 respectively. Again, 
Kakora, though lying nearer to the market of Koorah than Parumbe, 
is placed in the second division of the first class, the only ostensible 
reason being that even in that position its revenue is enhanced by 
Rs. 303. The villages of the other groups are similarly intermixed. 
1 beg accordingly to recommend that the Superintendent be directed 
to regroup the whole of the talooka on the recognized survey prin¬ 
ciples before the final sanction for any rates is given, and state in full 
his reasons for departing from them in every instance in which cir¬ 
cumstances may in his opinion render it advisable to do so. It.would 
probably be found that this reclassification would raise some of the 
villages to the proposed lowering of which Mr. Ashburner objects. 

12. The pitch of assessment is the same as that proposed 
for Lohara, already discussed. The talooka is situated at a slightly 
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greater distance from Bombay than that of Lohara. It has, how¬ 
ever, within its limits the junction of the two lines at Bliosawul, 
which will give it a certain advantage in the command of markets 
in the interior. As to the other circumstances which bear upon the 
condition of its agricultural population, it appears from the statis¬ 
tics that there are about as many agriculturists to the square mile as in 
Lohara, and that the total number of inhabitants to that area is 
rather less than in the latter. The number of residents in each 
house is hardly 3£, that of Lohara being over 4. The style of agri¬ 
culture is evidently ruder, for there is only one plough to every nine 
cultivators, and an avei’age of nearly 42£ acres of cultivation under 
each plough. These statistics are borne out by there being on an 
average but about 4| acres cultivated by each cultivator, or say 
from 15 to 20 acres to a family. Taking all things into considera¬ 
tion, it appears that, as might, be expected in a district but lately 
brought in from native rule, the general condition of the agricultural 
classes is not flourishing : it was impossible that it should be under 
the uncertain tenure on which the land is described to have been 
held as compared with that of Lohara; therefore, it appears to me 
that the general pitch of the rates proposed for Wurrungaum is not 
too low. 

13, The Superintendent is right in maintaining that in apply¬ 
ing revised rates of assessment it is necessary to proceed according 
to a certain system. It is not merely for the sake of uniformity, 
as the Collector appears to suppose, that this is done. It is our ob¬ 
ject to equalise the incidence of assessments by taxing more heavily 
the rent of those lands which from their position and circumstances 
will under a correct system of Revenue administration hereafter bear 
a larger rent. To assess a village highly because it had hitherto 
paid high assessments would be simply to continue the unequal 
system pursued under the native Government, which has prevented 
the agricultural population from improving their condition as they 
would otherwise have done. It will be seen from Statement C. that 
the increase of cultivation in 1863-64 over the average of the 
three previous years was only 6,115 acres, I cannot account for the 
sudden rise in 1864-65, one of 39,623 acres, except by supposing 
either that the survey measurement brought to light an immense 
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deal of concealed cultivation, or that all the waste included in 
survey fields, and the hitherto waste numbers which the cultivators 
may have agreed to take up at the settlement', have all been 
added to the actual area under cultivation. It is impossible to as¬ 
certain what the real increase in assessment caused by the intro¬ 
duction of the new rates is without information in these particulars, 
and the Superintendent’s statement gives none of them. It may 
be that the increase in assessment is entirely or nearly so on 
account of this extra land, and that on lands actually in cultivation 
lias not been increased at all or very slightly so. In sanctioning 
rates on such imperfect information Government might be committing 
itself to a far lower maximum rate than the circumstances would 
warrant. 

14, Allusion has been made above (paragraph 8) to a similar 
absence of information in the statement for the Lohara talooka, the 
difference in the area under cultivation in which in 1863-64 and 
1864-65 amounts to the large amount of 38,086 acres. If, however, 
my supposition he correct that the figures in column 9 in the state¬ 
ments for both talookas are the average assessment per acre according 
to the old rates multiplied by the acres ascertained by the survey 
measurement, they will still afiord a fair means of comparison with 
those in column 10, the survey assessment on the same area. Under 
this supposition, the increase in assessment over the whole; talooka of 
Wurrungaum according to the proposed rates would be 238 per cent., 
about 10 per cent, less than that in Lohara. The proposed re-group¬ 
ing of the villages would probably change this. 

15. These papers have been sent to me within six weeks of 
the close of the financial year, and are deficient in information with¬ 
out which, from my being personally unacquainted with the part 
of the country to which they relate, I cannot form a sufficiently de¬ 
cided judgment of the suitability of the rates to warrant, my recom¬ 
mending them for sanction for thirty years. Major Francis, equally 
unacquainted as myself with the country, defers to the local experi¬ 
ence of the Collector and Superintendent in one district, and wavers 
between the opinions of those officers in the other. I beg according¬ 
ly to propose that the rates be sanctioned for the current year only, 
in order to legalise their levy, and that I may be allowed to inquire 
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further into the matter and submit a report before they are finally 
sanctioned. The papers have not been printed according to stand- 
ng orders, because their being so would probably delay the disposal 
of the question till after the expiration of the financial year, 

16. The statement relating to the nine villages of Chalisgaum 
is forwarded without comment, as there is no information on my re¬ 
cords which would enable me to form an opinion with regard to the 
proposed rates,

Letter from the Revenue Commissioner N. D., No. 1360, dated SMth 
March 1866.—Submitting for orders, and with his observations 
thereon, a Memorandum from Major Francis, who forwards a 
report from the Superintendent of Survey and Assessment 
Khandeish, and Mr. Ashburner, the Collector, on the revision 
according to the principles of the Revenue Survey of the As¬ 
sessment, in the Purgunnahs of Lohara and Wurrungaum in that 
Collectorate; and also a report, on the introduction of a revised 
settlement into nine villages of the Chalisgaum Talooka, lately 
transferred -from that of Malligaum. 

Resolution. —The Superintendent of Survey Khandeish sub¬ 
mits, for confirmation, the settlements of the Lohara and Wurruuffaum 
talookas and a portion of Chalisgaum. The report is forwarded 
through the Collector, the Commissioner of Surveys, and Revenue 
Commissioner N. D., each of whom offers remarks on the settle¬ 
ment. 

2. With regard to Lohara, the Collector and Superintendent of 
Survey are both agreed that the rates are fair and moderate, but the 
Commissioner of Survey is apprehensive that, they may be found too 
high. Unfortunately Major Francis is unacquainted with the country, 
and his opinions have, therefore, not that weight which would be 
otherwise due to them. lie is not even aware that the rates have 
already been introduced, and he bases his doubts on certain specu¬ 
lations as to the future price of cotton. Mr. Rogers, the Revenue 
Commissioner, disposes of these theoretical objections, and differs 
from Major Francis so entirely that he is almost disposed to advocate 
a still higher assessment, but being himself unacquainted with the 
district, he suggests a postponetntffit of the usual guarantee. 

18 i, \v 
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3. For tliis, however, His Excellency the Governor in Council 
sees no reason whatever. The theoretical objections of Ma jor Francis 
have been disposed of by Mr. Rogers, but fur better than this the 
rates have been practically tested, for they are based on those already 
introduced, and in successful operation in neighbouring districts. 
Moreover, this talooka has the unusual advantage of three Railway 
stations within its limits, besides the seat of the great Fair of 
Mhyjee ; and unless the rates already introduced into the rest of 
Khandeish be found too high, there is no reason for doubting the 
correctness of those proposed for the Lohara talooka. 

4. The rates and grouping were fixed by the Superintendent 
after careful consultation with the late Revenue Commissioner, 
who was well acquainted with the talooka, and the settlement as 
introduced may be confirmed, the usual guarantee being given for 
the period already fixed for the neighbouring districts. 

5. To the settlement, of the nine villages of Chalisgaum no 
objection is offered ; and as these rates are based on those already 
fixed for the rest of the talooka, the settlement is confirmed, and a 
guarantee may be given, to expire with the term fixed for the rest 
of the talooka. 

6. The satisfactory settlement of Wurrungaum was a more 
difficult matter, for owing to the district having but recently come 
under British management, the Superintendent had not at his com¬ 
mand the data which are in ordinary cases available as a guide to 
the future assessment. 

7. In this district the Collector is at issue with the Superin¬ 
tendent in regard to the assessment of thirty-seven villages, in which 
the payments are lowered by the new settlement. Major Francis 
defends the Superintendent’s proceedings, and the Revenue Com¬ 
missioner, though he approves of the rates, wishes to have the whole 
of the grouping revised and altered, because it appears to him to 
violate the principles of Survey grouping. 

8. It is a pity that Mr. Rogers, unacquainted as he confessedly 
is with this district, did not give himself time to make furthei 
inquiries. He might have given the local officers who knew the 
district credit for having some reasons to show lor what they proposed, 
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and, as the grouping in the Lohara talooka met with his approval, 
he might have presumed them to know something of the correct 
principles of grouping. Yet Mr. Rogers neither sent for the former 
records, which are now in the Survey Commissioner’s office, nor 
applied to the Superintendent or other officers who might have 
furnished him with information. He was aware too from the 
Superintendent’s report that the grouping had been fixed after con¬ 
sultation with the late Revenue Commissioner, and it is doubtless for 
this reason that the Superintendent did not explain in the present 
report his reasons for the grouping, the details having already been 
fully discussed. 

9. Mr. Rogers does not appear to have noticed the fact that 
the Wurrungaum Talooka is of a very irregular shape, and consists 
of at least three several groups of villages entirely distinct from one 
another. He objects to Koorah being in the same class as the 
villages round Bhosawul, because it is 40 miles from that Railway 
station, but he does not know that Koorah is itself the centre of a 
group of very rich villages with a Railway station in the Berar 
territory, and that the fixing of rates for this group of villages is 
entirely independent of the distance from Bhosawul. Similarly 
Untoola and the villages adjoining have no connection with Bhosa¬ 
wul, but look to the city of Burhanpoor for a market. In considering 
the rates for this talooka we have, moreover, the disadvantages of a 
deadly climate in one part of the talooka, and of deserted villages in 
many patches. And in this talooka, as elsewhere in Khandeish, it 
is found that villages rich, well cultivated and populous, abut on 
deserted sites, or on wretched hamlets inhabited only by Bheels. 
The change is sudden and abrupt, and is hardly understood by those 
who do not know the country, and who have not seen from personal 
observation the utter impossibility of fixing any rates which shall be 
suitable to all alike. 

10. There are thus many varied circumstances which had to 
be considered in grouping the villages of this talooka for the pur¬ 
poses of assessment, and an officer who adhered too rigidly to a rule 
in a district of this character would display but little intelligence, 
and would certainly either throw away Government revenue or 
oppress the people.

11. hi a talooka like Wuvrungaum it is occasionally prudent 
not to enforce the full increase of assessment to which apparently a 
village is liable by rule. A very noticeable instance of this is 
Edulabad. It is on a high road, the chief town of the old pnrgunnah, 
and it is a market town. Under these circumstances it might ac¬ 
cording to rule have been placed a class higher than the villages 
adjoining it. But the application of the maximum rate of the third 
class increased the present assessment from Rupees 2,310 to Rupees 
3,797, and those who were acquainted with the place from personal 
knowledge were aware of its present depressed condition, owing 
perhaps to the removal of the former head office of the pnrgunnah, 
and they, therefore, appear to have acted wisely in excluding 
Edulabad from the second class villages on its west, and including it 
in the third class witli the villages adjoining it on the east. 

12. The Collector’s complaint that in thirty-seven villages the 
assessment has been lowered is the best answer to Mr. Rogers’ guess 
that the villages were grouped solely with a view to avoid reductions 
of assessment, and as the grouping was fixed by officers who were 
aware of the peculiarities of the district, its general results may be 
accepted by Government as correct without any fear that ordinary 
rules have been deviated from more than the special circumstances 
of the case required. 

13. It remains to consider Mr. Asliburner’s objections. He 
argues that when villages have paid a revenue punctually and without 
difficulty there is no cause for lowering the assessment. This is true 
as regards a district generally, and even us regards groups of villages; 
and Mr. Ashburner will observe that the revenue of the district is 


raised, and further that in any of the district batches of villages into 
which the talooka may be divided there is an increase of revenue 
under the prbposcd settlement. But for the reasons stated by the 
Survey Commissioner there must be a decrease in individual villages 
under any rates which could be equitably imposed on the district 
generally. Three of the villages, to the assessment of which the 


Koorba, 

Parumbee, 

and 

Paikree. 


Collector takes exception as being too 
low, are already assessed at the highest 
rate of the talooka, and the Revenue Com¬ 
missioner would lower the rates in two 
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of them so as to reduce the assessment still further. It is clear 
that without raising the rates generally throughout the district the 
assessment of these villages could not he fairly increased. On going 
through all the villages of which the present, revenues are lowered, 
His Excellency the Governor in Council finds that in the majority 
the rates could not be raised without unduly raising adjacent villages. 
The only exceptions are Pimpvalleh, which might probably be raised 
to the 2nd division of class I., and the villages of Ichapoor, Jamtee, 
Damtaik and Bod war, which lie between the 2nd class village of 
Theroteh and the 3rd class village of Nimkherree B. It is probable 
that these may fairly he transferred from the latter class to the former. 
The Superintendent of Survey should make further inquiries, and if 
there he no valid objection, the Collector’s suggestions in regard to 
these villages may be carried out by their being raised a step. 

14. It is satisfactory to observe that all the officers concur in 
approving the more simple mode of assessing lands irrigated from 
wells, which Mr. Davidson has adopted in these talookas. 

15. On the grounds above stated the Governor in Council will 
not hesitate to sanction the settlement. Any regrouping on the rigid 
principles apparently advocated by Mr. Rogers could not possibly 
conduce to a satisfactory settlement, and the Superintendent may, 
therefore, be authorized to give the usual guarantee, to expire with 
the settlements in Jamneir and Nusseerabad ; subject, however, to 
such modification as may be found necessary in regard to the villages 
inferred to in the 13th paragraph.
